•dy  as  we  have,  so  as  He  can  be  seen  by  us.  No  mt 
hath  seen  Ood  at  a-^y  tiine,  nor  can  see  Him.  He 
a  pure  spi-rit,  the  same  as  your  own  soul,  a  spirit  whi( 
i^an-not  be  seen  with  mortal  eyes.         ^ 

Yet  <jfod  knows  and  sees  aH  things  and  can  do 
things.

He  brought 

brth  from  the  Earth  the  Beasts,  and  all  that  creep  on  the 

arth  in  its  kind.  .     v  , 

When  God  had  made  all  these  things,  He  then  ma'de 

an,  and  He'gave  him  luleo-ver  the  Fisb^es  of  the  Sea, 

he  Fowls  of  the  Air,  ^the  Beasts,  and  o-ver  the  whole 

arth. 

Though  Man  was  the  last  of  the  works  which  God 
ade,  yet  he  is  the  first  in  rank,  and  the  most  per-fect  of 

II  i\&  things  in  this  world.   Now,^od  forra-ed  the  bo-dy  of 
an  out  of  the  slime  of  the  earth:  then  He  breath<ed  in^ 

it  the  breath  of  life.  . 

By  this  breath  of  life  is  meant  not  only  that  by  whiek 
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liMui  brettbMj  luid  Ht60|  ani^  moves,  as  the  beasts  and 
birds  do,  but  by  it  alHK>M  meant  that  which  beasts  bri^ 
not,«thiiil  Is,  a  8pi->ritv  the  Soiri; 

"This  is qiMte  dis-tinct  from  the  bo-dj,  and  by  this  Man 
knows* Qofl,  who  made  him :  he  can  think  on  Him,  and 
love  Him;  he  can  al-so  think  on,  judge,  and  talk  op 
things;  and  hy^it^  he- hath  a  will  to  do,  or  not  to  do,  thi% 
or  that  thing,raahe  may  ehoose  or  like  be&t.^ 

'■■  Ooddid  not  take; nor  form  this  part  of  man,  or  hissonfj. 
'from  theearth  ash»  did  the  bo-dy,  but  it  oame  ifrom  God 
faimnself,  and  God  him-self  in-fus-ed  it  in-to  him.  It  is  in, 
this  that  man  is.  the  most  per«fect  of  all  the  works  of  God,, 
be-cause  by  thatman  is  like  to  God. 

Thus  God  toade  man  like  tohim-self,  that  man  mi|rh^ 
in  this  life  know  Him '  (his  God  and  hia  liord,  his  be^gln^«  {

Giod  gave  the^rsl  Man  whom  he  made,  the  name  of 
A-dam,  for  that4ie  had  been  made  of  the  slime  of  the 
Earth.  God  pla-ced  him  in  the  garnien  of  p^-ra^isiB  t* 
worfr,  and  to  keep  it.  God  then  brought  to  A -dam 
the  Beasts  of  'the  Earth,  aijid  the  Fowls  of  the  Air,  >&[ 
baus-ednhem  to  come  to  him,  that  he  might  sec  them ; 
and  by  *#hat'name  he  cali-ed  them,  the  same  is  the  namo 
of  each-of  them.  ^  ' 

'God  cast  A<lam  into  a  deep  sleep,  and  whilst  he  was 
a-^lee|^,  God  took  a  rib  from  his  side,  and  he  made  it  in- 
to a  Wo-man.  He  then  brought  her  to  A-dam,  aild  whoa 
A-dam  saw  her,  he  said,  this  is  now  bone  of  my  bone,

There  was  in  the  midst  of  the  gar-den  a  tree.  God 
bid  A-dam  and  Eve  not  to  eat,  nor  to  touch  the  fruit  of 
it.  He  told  them  if  they  did  eat  it  they  should  die.  But 
Eve,  be-ing  tempt-ed  by  the  De-vil  in  the  form  of  a  ser* 
pent,  too.w  of  the  fruit  and  did  eat :  she  then  gave  it  to 
A-dam,  and  he  eat  of  it.  As  soon  as  they  had  ea-ten  it, 
God  called  to  A-dam,  and  said^  Where  are  thoui 

But  when  A-dam  heard'  the  voice  of  God,  he  fear-ed 

and  hid  him-self,  and  $o  did  his  wife  from  the  face  of  the 

Lord  God.

A-dam  and  £?e,  by  thus  not  o4>ey*ing  God   sin-nedJ 
wd  h»tbahr  si*  they  lost  the  gtaee  and  fa<?our  of  €k>d.] 
CM  th«» drove  theny  out  of  the  gaf«-den  ol  pa^ra-dise.io 
wbieii  he  had  plaoHBd  then ;.  and  he  doom^ed  them  to  die.j 

We  are  all  bom  in^  this  life  with  the  guilt  of  their 
fin :  that  is  called  o«i-gi-nal  sin*  because  as  we  d^ecead 
and  deHFtve  our  life  frosi  them^so  do  we  a)-so  die-live  the! 
goilt  of  their  silt*  We  feel  the  sad  e^fe^  of  their  sin»  l^|

Cam  h|i-ted  A-bel  bcneause  God  look-ed  dgwn  kind-Iyj 
eahiro„  and  on  what  he  of-fered.    One  day,  when  theyj 
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Ifoth  wero  in  th«  fields,  Cain  roM  up  ft>gainst  A-M,  tad 
through  610^  he  killed  him.  T**^y  who  wen  born  oC 
I  Cain  were  bad  like  Kim-flelf. 

Af^tef  the  death  oFA-bel,  A-dam  and  Sre  had  a  third 
lion,  his  nanne  was  Beth.  He  was  good ;  like  A-4)el,  he 
knew,  lov-ed  and  serv-ed  Qod.  His  race,,  or  they  wha 
were  bom  of 'him,,  were  al-so  at  first  good  ;  but  aF>ter  a 
while  they  mixed  with  such  as  Were  bad  of  th«  race  of 
I  Cain,  and  then  they  were  bad  like  un-to  them. 

Thence  in  a  short  time  al-most  the  whole  race  oCmen 
land  wo-men  were  bad.  Ood  was  an-gry  at  them;  and 
he  meant  t»  put  an  end,  to  them.  Yet  there  was  ona 
good  man  whose  name  was  No-e ;  God  was-  well  pleas-ed

God  then  made  it  known  to  No-e,  thai  he  would  drowa 
I  the  jsrMe  earth  and  all  that  was  on  it ;  but  that  ha 
would  saV/O  him  and  his  wife  an4  chil-dren,  with  a  few 
of  each  kind  of  beasts  and  birds^  in.  an  Ark  which  God 
bid  him  build.  The  ark  was  a  kind  of  a  trunk,  or  ship, 
made  of  woodo  It  was  diub-ed  inside  and  out-side  with 
Ipitch. 

Wlien  the  time  was  come  that  God  would  drown  the« 
learth,  He  made.NQ-e  go  in-to  the  Ark,  and  with  him  his 
Iwife,  their  three  sons,  and  their  wives :  and  two  or  more 
lof  each  sort  of  beasts  and  birds.     As  soon  as  they  were 
tin  the  ark,  the  door  of  it  was  shut. 

It  then  rain-ed  for  for-ty  days  and  for-ty  nights  ;  ana 
lall  men,  and  wo-iQen,  and  chil-Klren,  and  i^sts^  and 
birds,  were  drown-ed,  ex-cept  No-e  and  those  with  him 
lifl  the  ark.

Learn  here  a-|ain,  my  child,,  how  aad  a  thinj;  it  is  t» 
and  offend  God.  Dread  ^eeurse  of  Ood.  Loifh 
ind  re-rere  themv  of  whom,  next  toOod,  yon  hold  your 
tie,  and  all  that  you  have. 
Do  not,  like  ma«iiy  chiMren  raiPal  them,  nor  make  a 
It  of  them  in  their  old  ace.  Thecarse  of  God  faHs  oik 
sh  chil-dren^  fer  their  bad  deedbt-  But  he  will  biese 
i(N}e  that  love,  obey,  an^  re-spect  tbeif  pa-rente.

They  then  said  each  to  his  neigh-bour,  Come  let  us 
kake  brick,  and  bake  them  with  fire-}-  and  let  us  builda 
rn,  and  a  tow-er,  the  top  of  which  may  reach  as  high 
Hea-iren ;  and  let  ue  make  our  name  great,  be-fmo 
dis^perse  in*to  all  lande; 
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But  tM[  who  Itnghs  at  the  it^emptf  of  mcn^'wlMa 
they  think  to  op-pose  his  will,  eoon  ■bew-ed  them  how 
fain,  and  foid  of  force  they  were  in  their  eeheme.  He 
knew  they  wonld  not  cease  to  work  while  they  all  spoke 
one  and  the  same  tongue.  He  then  so  conftis-ed  their 
speech,  that  they  no  lon^r  knew  the  one  what  an-o>ther 
said  or  call-ed  for.

tongue  or  speech  of  the  whole  earth  was  con-fue-ed,  and 
of  One  it  was  chang-ed  in*to  ma-ny.  Thence  the  Lord 
dis-pers-ed  them  up-on  the  face  of  all  the  coun-tries.

By  this  act  and  deed  you  may  see,  my  child,  how  ^ain 
it  is  for  man  to  strive  a-gainst  God  :  'H^  is  great,  and  of 
such  might,  that  no  man  can  op^pose  what  he  will,  or 
will  not  have  done.

God  :  but  the?  §ii  np  for  gods  the  To-ry  works  of  Qod. 
•So&h  were  the  sun,  fhre,  moon  tnd  stars  :  to  tl^ese  they 
:t>rfty-od';  tnd  they  fell  down  be-fore  stocks  and  ston^, 
^which  were  the  Wot^s  of  their  own  hands. 

These  they  ttAhed  and  held  for  gods.  Their  whole 
mind  and'th60ght,  and  care,  was  for  this  life  and  the  W 
•dy ;  like  on^o  brutes,  they  were  led  and  rul-ed  by  thehf 
sen-ses.  Hence  they  did  not  mind  their  souls,  nor  the 
'things  of  God,  nor  of  the  next  life.       ' 

Su(^1ip  my  child,  was  the  state  of  man-kind  at  that  time  ;• 
Hhey  liv-ed  more  like  brutes,,  that  know  not  God,  than 
Kke  men»  whom  God  hath  made  to  know  and  love  him 
ihi  this  life,  and  af-ter  this  life  to  be  hap-py  with  hiir  i* 
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hea»>yen.    In  the  like  sad  state  wdlild  most  men  ha* , 
^en  at  this  day,  had  not  the  good  God  by  his  grace  ^ri 
vent-ed  it. 

Qod/  then,  to  call  men  from  their  e-vil  ways,  and  to 
keep  them  firm  in  the  love  and  fear  of  Him,  call-ed  forth 
Ie  man  who  was  good  arid  just.  His  name  was  A-bra- 
ham.  God  pro-mis-ed  him,  if  he  woiiild  o-bey  him,  that 
he  would  be  a  God  to  him,  that  is,  he  would  bless  him, 
land  raise  up  a  peo*pie  from  hinn  who  should  be  his  own 
|peo«>ple. 

He  would  take  cars  of  them,  and  pre^serve  in  them/ 
by  th^m,  the  knowledge,  love,  and  foar  of  Him,  who 

is  the  T>nly  one  and  true  God.    A-bra*>ham  be-liev-ed, 
ind  he  did  what-e-ver  God  bid  him  do.    God  al-ito  pro- 

lis-eH  A-bra-bam,  that  of  his  seed  or  race,  he  should  be' 

)y^  who  should  save  the  world. 

Moral. 

Be^ware,  my  child,  not  so.to  mind  the  things  of  this 

irorld  and  life,  as  to  bend  to  them  your  whole  or  chief 

ire.    If  you  do,  you  will  lose  the  grace  of  God,  and  soon 

{ive  in^-tc^  the  way  of  vice  :  and  when  yon  have  lost  the 

»ve  and  fear  of  God,  then  will  your  life  be  more  the  life 
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of  a  brute  thin  a  man.    See  in  A-bra4iam  w^at  love  aod"^ 
care  Ood  hath  of  those  who  loi^e  and  9erve  him. 

Hence,  though  you  may  chance  to  live  with  them  that 
live  as  if  they  knew  not  God,  nor  love,  nor  fear  Him,  do-' 
you  a-bide  firm  in  your  &ith  of  Him,,  and  in  a  good  life, 
be-part  mi  by  sin  from  God,  and  then  he  will  be  to  you: 
a  God;  Hi^  wil^  bless  you  in  this  life,  and  in  the  next, 
life  He  will  make  you  hap-py  with  Him  fer-«ver. 

Lesson  Vlir. 

Th^  Faith  attd  Chhe-di^ence  of  A-bra-^tam,  I'sa-ac, . 

E-^aUyOnd  JtHidh, 

God  made  choice  of  A-bra-ham  be-fore  all- men  of  his  ^ 
time,  that  by  him,  He,  the  true  God,  might  still  be  kno«a^.{ 
and  serv-cd,  though  most  men  had  lofit  all  sense'  of  t^np.^ 
A-bra-ham  had  a  son  whom  he  much  lov-ed>.  His  name 
was  I-sa-ac.    IVhen  I-sa-ac  was  grown  up  in  years,  God,.J 
to  try  the  faith  of  A-bra-ham,  or  his  be-lief  of  wiiat  he  had. 
pro-mis-ed  him,  viz.  that  He  who  was  to  save  the  world 
should  be  born  of  his  seed,  God  call-ed  to  him,  A-bra- 
ham,  A-bra-ham  ;  to  whom  A-bra-ham  said,  Here  I  am. 
/  God  then  bid  him  to  put  to  death  his  son^  I-sa-ac,  whonvj 
he  lov^d ;  for  God,  my  child,.is  the  Lord  of  man  and  of 
his  life.    A-bra-ham  would  have  done  it  as  soon  as  Go'd 
bade  him,  but  just  as  he  waaupon  the  point;of  day-ing  hi: 
son  f-sa-ac,  an  au-gel,  er  good  spi-rit,.sent  on  the  part  ol 
God,  stop-ped  his  h^o^*  ^^'^  ^bus  the  life  of  his  son  was 
spar-ed. 

I-sa-ac,.  like  his  fa-ther  was  a  good  man ;  he  had  tw( 
sons ;  their  names  were  E-sau  and  Ja-oob,  and  they  wer< 
twins,  that  is,  both  born  at  one  and  the  same  birth  , 
E-^iau  was  first  born,  but  at  the  time  Ja-cob  came  forth 
of  the  womb,  he  held  in  his  hand  the  plant,  or  the  sole  of 
E-sau'sfoot. 

By  I  his  was  meant,  what  af-4er-wards  came  to  pass,.| 
when  £-sau  sold  his  birth-right-  for  a  mess  of  broth.    It 
was  thus  Ja-cob  sup-planned,  or,  as  it  were,  $rip-pcd  upj 
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fht  heel  of  his  bro-lher  E«8»u,  and  got  from  him  his 
birth- right.  Ja^cob  was  a  gooa  ma^^  and  when  his  fa* 
tfaer  was  on  his  deaiUi-bed  he  b]|es»>ed  him.  But  £-sau 
turned  out  bad. 

Ja-cob  had  twelfe  sons.  They  are  known  by  the 
name  of  the  twelve  Pa-tri-arcbs,  pr  chiefs  of  twelve  tribes. 
And  God  gave  to  Ja^cob  the  name  of  Is*ra-et,  whence 
his  race,  or  they  that  sprang  from  him»  were  call-ed  Is- 
ra-el-ites. 

Moral.  ^> 
Great  and  firm,  you  see,  my  child,  was  the  faith  and 
trust  of  A-bra-ham  in  God  ;  and  prompt  was  hj»o-be^ 
di-ence  when  he  would  have  slain  his  son  I-sa-ac^  God 
wants  not  our  goods,'  nor  any  thing  we  can  give^  ^r  ajjl 
is  his,  and  all  comes  from  him. 

What  he  most  seeks,  is  our  prompt  will  and  heart  to 
do  his  will,  as  soon  as  he  makes  it  known  to  us :  and  he 
looks  upon  that  as  done,  which  we  would  hi^ve  done,  if 
such  had  been  bis  will. 

Hence  A-bra-ham  is  styl-cd  th«  Fa-tlier  of  the  Paithf>M 
jfttl,  or  of  them  that  be-Iieve  in  God.    That  you  may  be 
a  true  child  of  God,  by  iaith,  be-lieve  in  Him,  by  hope 
trust  in  him,  aDd  through  love  o-bey  Him,  then  will  he 
[bless  you. 

From  E*sau  learn,  my  child,  how  sad  a  thing  it  is  to 

Ibe  too  fond  of,  and  to  set  our  heart  too  much  on,  the 

things  of  this  world  ;  such  fond-ness  blinds  us,  so  that 

we  no  long-er  know  our-selves,  nor  that  which  tends  to 

lour  real  good :  we  kn$>w  not  what  we  love,  nor  what  we 

|lose^ 

That  which  we  long  for,  and  seek  to  have,  is  of4en  of 
|ho  more  va-lue  than  a  mess  of  broth,  if  comrpar-ed  to  the 
}od  things  of  the  next  life,  that  will  have  no  end,  which 
fei  we  loose  with  so  much  ease. 

Observe. — When,  my  child,  you  read  that  God,  or  the' 
iord,  call-ed  to  A -dam,  or  spoke  to  A-bra-ham,  or  to 
lo«es,  or  that  they  heard  his  voice,  or  ssw  him,  you  ara 
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116146  think  that  God  did  call,  or  speak,  or  vrss  heard,  or 
ititWi  iff  the  same  w%y  as  we  speak,  call,  Ace. 
^  No,  n6t 'so  r  but  fl^  God  can  4o  what  he  plea-i'^h)  atid 
use  such  means  as  he  may  choose,  to  make  known  hw 
will, prthSVigs to  us,  he  by  some  voice  or  sound  brought 
to  thMr  ears  iktid  mind  what  he  would  have  them  to 
ktii^iy,  h^ar  or  do.^  *  V 

AtiH  if  they  saw  a-iiy  thing  which  they  thought  to  b« 
God,  it  was  not  God  whom  they  saw,  for  no'  man  hath 
spen,  or  can  see  Him,  but  it  was  some-thing  in  the  shape 
of  tita^'^hich  they  saw  ;  and  by  these  means  God  re- 
vetil-^d  tb  their  minds,  and  re-pre-sent-ed  to  them,  things 
«$  ii1-]jr  ai)d  de&r-ly,  a«  if  they  real-ly  8aw>Hiro,  or  heard 
iff^vdice-.  '   ■."-'•*  j 

Lesson  IX.  V 

'M.  i>u  Jf'teph  ond  his  Bro-ihrs.    Gen.  xxxvii. 

O^^the  twelve  sons  of  Ja-cob,  Jo-seph  was  dear-ler  to 

him  than  a-ny  of  the  rest.    His  bro-thers  were  griev-ed 

'^al  it,  and  they  hat-ed  him.     One  day  their  fa-ther  sent 

him  to  them,  when  they  were  in  the  fields  with  their 

flocks,  to  see  if  all  things  were  well  with  them* 

When  he  came  to  them,  theiy  said.  Let  us  kill  him.'^ 
But  one  of  them,  by  name  Reu-ben,  said,  Do  not  take 
his  life  fiom  him,  nor  shed  his  blood,  biti  cast  him  in -to  i 
this  pit.    They  then  strip-ped  him  of  his  coat^  and  cast 
him  in-to  the  pit  or  well  that  was  dry. 

And  when  some  mer-chants  pass-ed  by  that  way,  his  I 
br6-ther8  drew  him  out  6f  the  well,  and  they  sold  him  tbl 
them.  They  brought  him  in-to  E-gypt,  and  there  theyj 
sold  him  to  a  Prince,  to  be  his  slave.  j 

Jo-s^ph  wa«  a  man  that  in  bll  things  did  so  well,  thatl 
his  mas-ter  made  him  dwell  in  the  house,  and  he  was  iitl 
great  fa-vourVith  him  ;  so  far,  that  he  was  charg-ed  withl 
the  caro  of  all  things,  and  he  ruled  in  the  ^ouse.  I 

'   When  he  had  been  there  a-while,  his  mas-ter's  wifel 
tiish-ed  ailid  press-ed  hiu  to  do  a  great  crime  i  but  Jo{ 
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■eph  was  good,  and  fear-ed  God,  and  he  would  by  lio 
means  con-sent  to  do  it.  How  can  I  com-miVA  wiok-^d 
thing,  said  he,  and  sin  a-gainst  my  God  1  No.  ^e  then 
rush-ed  Irom  her. 

She  then  charg-ed  him  false-ly  with  thp  crime^  an^ 
he  was  cast  in  to  pri-son.  When  he  had  been  there  two 
years,  the  King  sent  for  him  to  ex-plain  him  hisilrQPin9^* 
Jo'Seph  ex-plain*ed  them. 

Then  the  king  took  his  ring  from  his  own  hapd,  and 
gave  it  into  the  hand  of  Jo-sepl^ ;  hecloth-ed  hiin  with 
a  silk  robe,  an4  put  a  chain  of  gold  a- bout  his  neck  ;  hd 
made  all  bow  their  knee  to  him,  and  told  them  he  was 
to  rule  the  whole  land  of  E-gypt. 

Not  long  af-ter,  there  was  a  dearth,  or  a  great  want 
of  corn.  And  Jo-seph  had  the  care  of  all  the  corn  ^  Ja- 
cob, the  fa-ther  of  Jo-seph,  then  sent  bis  biro-tijers  to 

buy  corn  of  him.  :^/i^4ti 

At  first  they  did  not  know  Jo-seph  ;  and  though  ns 
.  knew  them,  yet  he  feign-ed  as  if  he  did  not  know  thetn, 
and  he  dealt  with  them  as  if  they  were  spies.  This  he 
did  to  bring  them  by  de-grees  to  a  sense  of  their  faulty 
when  through  en-vy  they  sold  him  ;  yet  did  Jo-seph 
love  them. 

He  soon  made  him-self  known  to  them :  he  wept 
through  joy,  ki?3-ed  them,  and  for-gave  them.  He  then 
sent  for  his  old  fa-ther,  who,  came  to  him<  Jo-seph 
took  care  of  him  and  his  bro-thers.  They  liv-cdin 
those  parts  ;  and  wheti  Ja-;Cob  was  dead,  Jo-seph  bu- 
ri-ed  him  in  the  place  where  he  had  de-sir-ed  to  be 
bu-ri-ed. 

Moral, 

Thus  you  see,  my  child,  that  God  doth  noifor.get  nor 
ibr-sake  them  fhat  fear  and  love  Him.  Thougb  he  some- 
times seems  not  to  be  mind-ftil  ofthem,  in  their  dis;tress, 
yet  in  due  time  he  comes  to  theii  aid*  and  comfort,;  and 
he  makes  all  that  be-falls  them,to  turn  to  their  good. 

B«  chaste,  my  child,  like  Jo-seph  ;ido  not  ttain^yoMr 
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•oUl  and  lift  by  an  im^ltaQ  act,  or  Ikoafiit  m  Mk,^>^ 
Ke«p  a  goard  iip-oil  yotir  eyes  and  he«rt,  afid  flee  thosa 
per-aons  who  wott^  lead  yds  to  tin  ;  rft-tl^r  die  than 
of-fend  Qod.  Like  Jo-iepb,  Ibr-get  and  Ibrfif e  the 
wroBga  done  to  you  by  aii-<Hher.  RrTiM  yovr  pe^ 
rents,  take  eire  of  them,  and  help  them  aU  tet  yon  can 
kf  their  old  aft,  and  in  time  of  want,  and  at  att  fimee.

Mioses,    Exodosii, 

Mo.iRi  was  a|i-o*ther  great  and  good  nian.  ioon  if- 
ter  he  was  born,  his  mo-ther  hid  him  for  the  space  of 
three  months.  'J'his  she  did  to  save  him  from  be-ipk 
put  to  death  with  o-ther  chil-dren  whom  the  King  had 
order-edto  be  klKM;  when  abe  could  nolong^er  keep 
him  hid,  she  mtide  a  basket  of  bulrush-es,  and  danbred 
it  witli  pitch.  She  then  laid  Mm  in  it,  and  set  the  basr 
ket  near  file  wa-ter  side. 

When  tlie  King's  daugh-ter  canfie  ^im  to  #a2ih  ber- 
self,  she  es-pi-ed  the  bas-ket,  and  the  child  in  It.  She 
took  him  out  of  it,  and  gave  him  to  bis  own  mo-ther, 
though  she  was  not  known  tobe  snch,  and  she  said  to„ 
her.  Take  this  child  and  nurse  him  for  me.  ^.hth  he 
wa^  grown  up,  the  King's  daugh-ter  Vdopt-ed  biro  fer 
her  sOn,  and  she  gave  him  the  name  of  Mo.se8,  saying, 
because  from  wa-ter  did  I  take  him  :  and  she  brougbl 
him  up. 

'  Moral. 

All  this,  my  child,  did  not  come  to  pass  by  chance ; 
no!  such  was' the  will  of  God,  and  his  hand  or  pow^r 
brei^lrt  all  tiiat  a-bout.  Thus  God,  by  ways  and  meairii 
thtl^eem  strange  to  meii,  rules  all  things,  m^htiags 
them  to  paes  as  he  pieas-eth,  to  the  glo-ry  of  i^namt 
and  to  efor  gobd.  Thus  yon  must  think,  and  jodfref 
•II  tb»  events  in  life.

God  made  use  of  Mo-sea  to  free  his  peo-ple  from  tlMrfs- 
ve-ry  t^n-der  which  Pha-roah  the  King  of  E*gjpt  he]d  them. 
The  peo-ple  of  Q0A  were  they  who  were  born  of  A^bri> 
ham,  l-sa-ale,  and  Jit-cob,  and  were  call-ed  Js^ra-el^itei. 
QoA  shew^  him-self  to  Mo-ses,  or  the  glo-ry  of  CM 
appear-ed  to  him  in  a  flame  of  fire,  out  of  i\ih  niid$t  <»f 
a  iHiflh  :  the  bush  bumped  yet  did  not  waste. 

And  God  from  the  midst  of  the' bash  call-ed  to  him; 
Mo-stis !  Mo-ses ! — Mo-ses  then  said,  here  I  am;  and 
he  weni  to  see  the  bush  ;  but  God  said  to  Mm,  do  net 
ckime  i^ear  ;  loose  off  thy  shoes  from  thy  feet,  for  the 
place  on  which  thou  dost  stand  is  holy  ground. 

Then  God  said;^  am  the  God  of  thy  fa-ther,  the  God 
<^A-bra*ham,  the  God  of  1-sa-ac  and  the  God  of  Ja-cob. 
Mo.ses  Uien  hid  his  face ;  for  he  durst  not  look  at  God. 

Then  God  said  to  him :  the  cry  of  the  chU-dren  of 

Is-ra^el  is  come  tip  to  me  ;  come  and  I  will  spnd  the# 

Qn-to  l^hft^roabj  that  thou  may-est  bring  forth  my  peo>ple^ 

{I  will  be  with  thee,  and  I  will  stretch  oat^my  hand,  and 

Z  will  smfte  E-gyp|  with  my  wonders. 

These  won-£nr8  Qod  did  by  .Mouses  to  make  the  King 
I  sob-mit  to  his  wi(l,  and  let  hia  peO'ple  p^  thence.  They 
are  call-ed  the  Plagues  of  E'g]^.  Morses  stiii6^£,wi^ 
a  rod  that  he  held  in  his  hand,  the  warltr  iir  t^  n-vefi 
{and  in-stant-ly  it  was  chtrng-ed  tn-to  Mood.  ^ 

He  made  frogs  comtt  ami  hn^  a-boot  m  alK  'fmniBy 
le-ven  io  their  hon-ses.    He  btooght  a-mong  them  flies 
|ind  gnata  that  bit  them  soi«-ly.    Ife  biwtght  a  plague 
the  ei»-^,  soree  on  men,  a  tMnm nXhtsA^  sthicli 
|diriaiiies#tliwlisK^^' three  d»yt>

See  a- 
gain,  how  dread-ful  it  is  to  har-den  our  hearts,  and  to 
shut  our  ears  to  the  call  and  grace  of  God. 

For,  though  God  be  good,  yet  he  is  just^  and  strong  to 
itrike,  to  pun-ish  us  when  we  pro-voke  Him  by  our  ob- 
sti-na-cy  in  sin-nmg  a-gainst  Him.  Love  Go^,  fear 
God,  i^nd  do  His  will,  that  he  may  bless  you;     . 

Lesson  XII.  ^

Exedos  xiv.

.  No  soon-er  were  the  Is-ra-el-ites  gone,  than  Pha-roah 
was  vex-ed  that  he'  had  jet  them  de-part^  He  then  with  hif 
lir-my  set  out  af-ter  them  to  stop  them.  He  came  up  to 
^hem  on  the  banks,  of  the  Red  Sea;  and  they  then  gavs 
ihem-selvesupfor  lost. 

But  Mo-ses  stretch-ed  out  his  hand  o-ver  the  sea,  and 
in-stant-ly  God  made  the  sea  o-pen,  and  the  wa-ter  re- 
tir-ed  to,  each  side,  and  stood  like  a  wall  on  the  right  and 
the  lelt,  leav*>ing  a  large  and  dry  space  in  the  midst, 
through  which  the  Is-ra-el-ites  pass-ed  dry  shod. 

The  E-gyp-tians  would  fain  have  fol-low-ed  them : 
but  Mo-ses  a-gain  stretch-ed  out  his  hand,  ahd  God  made 
the  sea  join  its  wa-ters,  in  which  they  all  were  drown-ed 
with  Pha-roah  their  king  :  and  they  saw  the  E-gyp-tians 
dead  on  the  shore.  ' 

Then  Mo-ses  and  the  Is-ra-el-ites,  sang  to  the  t«ord, 
and  said :  Let  us  sing  to  the  [«ord — my  strength,  and 
my.  praise  is  the  Lord  —this  is  my  God— He  hath  drown 
ed  Ph&'«»^ab  and  his  ar-my  in  the  Red  Sea.  Who  u  likr 
10  Thee  O  God  t 
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Moral. 

Thoi,  mj  child,  .Qod  took  care  of  his  peo-ple,  and 
sav-ed  them.  He  shew-ed  that  he  was  Lord  of  all.— *• 
So  will  he  have  care  of  you,  if  you  love  and  s^rve  him. 

Put  then  your  whole  trust  in  him,  calPup-on  him, 
pray  to  him,  and  he  will  save  you  from   harm.   .  And 
when  he  thus  shows  him-self  kind  and  care-ful  of  you;, 
do  you  praise  and  thank  him  from  your  heart. 

Leshon  XIII. 

Thi  Jour-ney  through  the  Dt'Serf.     The  Ten  Com" 
mand-ments^    Ex.  xvi.  xix.  xx. 

When  the  Is-ra-el-ites  had  pas-sed  the  Red  Sea,  God 
led  them  through  a  vast  de-sert,  or  a  wild  and  waste  part 
of  land,  in  which  no  one  dwelt  This  he  did,  to  try  if 
they  Would  be  faith-ful  to  Him,  and  to  let  them  see  that 
they  could  not  live  with-out  his  care  and  kind-ness. 

A  cloud  led  them  the  way  by  day,  and  it  dcreenrcd 
them  from  the  heat  of  the  sun.  At  tiight  it  was  chang-«d 
in-td  a  pil-lar  of  fire  that  serv-ed  to  light  them.  For 
their  food,  God  gave  them  Man-na.  It  was  a  kind  of 
dew  that  fell  from  the  hea-vens,  and  it  was  so  thick  that 
they  made  bread  of  it. 

When  they  were  in  want  of  drink,  Mo-ses  struck  with 
his  rod  a  rock,  out  of  which  in-stant-ly  tht  iO  gush-ed 
forth  wa-terf  '^^heir  cloathes  were  not  worn  out,  though 
their  jour-ney  last-ed  for-ty  years. 

Such  care  did  Qod  take  of  them  ;  yet  they  were  un* 
grate-ful  to  Him  :  they  long-ed  to  be  a-gain  in  Ergypt, 
and  they  were  for  kill-ing  Mo-ses.         1| 

In  the  third  month  af-ter  they  lefl  E-gypt,  they  came 

to  Mount  Si-na-i.     There  God  made  them  halt  a-while, 

that  he  might  give  them  his  law.    AVhen  the  day  was 

j  come,  on  which  they  were  to  re-ceive  it,  they  be-held 

the  top  of  the  moun-tain  all  on  fire. 

Then  a  thick  cloud  co-ver-ed  it,  and  out  of  it  broke 
forth  dread<ful  thun-der  and  light-ning.    They  beard  a 
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wcMnA  of  traB-pe|0,  and  i  gr«at  mm,  but  they  taw  too 
tm.  TlitBSM«4aiMl4fead-fiiLToi(uebrok«  IbfUi  out 
oltbe  oloiid,  md  miu  theie  words : 

llpi'tbe  Lord  lojr  God,  vrho  brought  thee  out  of  iho 
Im^dof  S-fyiMt,  and  out  ^the  house  of  bond-i^e.  Thou 
A«k  not  bave  alrange  Gods  be-fore  me.  Thou  ahalt  not 
make  tk>  tby-iolf  a  gra-ven  thiog,  nor  the  like-new  of 
a-ny  thing  that  is  in  heaver  a-bove,  or  in  the  darth  be- 
neath, or  in  the  wa-ters  un-der  the  earth.  Thou  ihalt 
not  a-dore  nor  serve  them. 

I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  strong  and  jea-lous,  vi-sit-ing 
tM  sins  of  the  ia-thers  up-on  their  chii-dren,  to  the  third 
iliid  fininh  ge-ne-ra-tlon  of  them  that  hate  ii;e:  abd 
ilb«W-ing  mer-cy  to  thoos-ands  of  those  that  love  me, 
iiad  keep  my  oom-mand-ments. 

Thou  shalt  not  take  the  namo  of  the  liOrdUy  God  jn 
vain ;  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him  guilt-less  that  shall 
like  the  name  of  the  Lord  his  God  in  vain. 

Re^mem-ber  that  thou  keep  ho-ly  the  sabrbath  day. 
Six  days  shalt  thon  work,  and  shalt  do  all  thy  works. 
But  on  the  se-venth  day  is  the  sab-bath  of  the  Lord  thy 
Go4  '-  thou  shalt  do  no  work  on  it,  thou,  nor  thy  son, 
nor  thy  daugh-ter,  nor  thy  nian-ser-vant,  nor  thywo- 
mao-ser-vant,  nor  thy  beast,  nor  the  strai^-ger  that  is 
with-iu  tby  gates. 

For  in  six  d«ys  the  Lord  made  hea-vcn,and  eartH,  and 
the  sea,  and  all  things  that  are  in  them,  and  rest-ed  on 
the  8e*v;enth ;  there-fore  the  Lord  biess^  the  sab-bath 
&%f^  and  ianc*ti-fi-ed  it.    . 

Ho-nour  thy  fo-tber  and  thy  mo-ther,  ^hat  thou  may- 
cwt  Hve  long  up-on  the  earth  which  the  Lord  thy  God 
will  give  thee.  Thou  shalt  not  mur-der.  Tbou  shalt 
not  com-mit  a^dul-te-ry.    Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

Thou  shalt  not  speak  a*gainst  thy  neigh^-bour  fiilse 
tes-ti-mo-ny.  Tbou  shalt  not  co-vet  thy  neigh-bour's 
house ;  neither  shalt  thou  de-sire  his  wife,  nor  servant 
noip  huid4iaid,.nor  ox,  nor  aas,  nor  any  thing  that  is  his< 
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*^'  ^sc  are  the  ten  coin-mtf|d-i»es)tf  wbieh  God  pub* 
Iith«ed  to  his  peo-ple  ;  and  he  gave  them  writ-teo  on  two 
ta-bles  of  stone  to  Mo-^as,  who  was  at  that  time  on  tb« 
mount  in  the  clouds. 

Though  by  the  thuntdef  and  lightening  God'  would 
move  them  and  us  to  a  care-ful  keep*ing  of  them,  yet  hit 
will  is  ra-ther  that  we  grave  them  in  our  hearts,  and  keep 
them  not  so  much  through  our  fear  at  tbrottgb  our  1ot« 
of  Him. 

Keep'  them,  my  child,  all  the  days  of  your  life,  and 
you  will  please  Qod,  and  He  will  blest  you  here,  and 
af-ter  this  life  you  will  see  Him.  in  all  bis  glo-i^,  and 
en-jo^  him  for  e-ver. 

Lesson  XIV. 
Da-vid  and  Go-U-ah,    1  Kings,  xril. 

The  peo-p)e  of  God  bad  for  a  long  time  been  ruMl 
by  Jud-ges,  ki  length  they  de-sir-ed  to  have  kiu|^«-^ 
Their  first  king  wat>  Saul.  In  his  reign  he  fought  maniy 
bat*tles.  And  in  his  time  there  came  forth  from  tbt 
camp  of  the  Pbi-lis-tiries,  wbo  were  e-nermies  to  the  It- 
ra-el-ites,  a  man  whose  name  was  Go-li-ah, 

He  was  six  cu-bits,  that  is,  three  yards,  or  nine  feet, 
and  a  Span  high.  He  had  on  his  heac^.  a  hel-met  of  brasa, 
and  he  was  arm-ed  with  a  coat  of  mail  of  ve-ry  great 
weight ;  he  had  greaves  of  brass  on  his  legs  ;  and  a 
staff  in  his  baud  which  was  like  a  large  beam. 

ThiM  huge  man  stood  day  af-ter  day,  and  cri-ed  to  the 
Is-ra-el-ites,  Choose  out  a  man  of  you,  and  let  him  cfime 
down  to  me.  If  he  be  a-ble  to  fight  with  me,  and  to  kill 
me,  then  will  we  be  your  ser-vants :  but  if  I  kill  bimi.. 
then  shall  ye  b^  our  ser-vants^  and  serve  us. 

Now  there  was  a  man  whose  name  was  Jes^^se^  and 
he  had  eight  sons :  the  young-est  of  them  was  call-ed 
Da-ved  :  he  u-sed  to  tend  his  fa-ther's  she^p.  One 
morning  he  rose  up  ear^y  and  wentto  tbecnmp.  At 
Ibe  tame  liiHi9  o«n»Go*lt«b. 
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lyhen  the. men  of  Is-ra^l  i^aw  the  man,  they  were  a- 
fraid,  and  fled  from  him.  And  they  said  to  Da-vid, 
Have  you  seen  this  man  that  is  come  to  de-fy  us  7  Da- 
vid »ti'u\  to  them  that  dtood.hy  him,  What  shall  he  done 
to  the  man  that  shall  kill  Go-li-eh  T 

And  they  said  to  him,  To  the  man  that  kill-eth  Go- 
li-ab,  the  king  will  give  great  rich-es  and  his  daugh-ter  : 
end  he^will  make  hi«  father's  house  free. 

I)a-vid  then  went  to  Saul,  and  said  to  him;  Let  no 
man's  heart  fail  he-cause  of  Go-li-ah  ;  thy  servant  will 
gp  and  fight  with  him.  Saul  said  to  Da-vid,  Thou  art 
not  a-ble  to  fight  with  him,  for  thou  art  but  a  strip-ling, 
but  he  is  a  man  train-ed  to  war  from  his  youth. 

Da-vid  said'  to  Saul,  I  kept  my  fa-ther's  sheep,  ani 
there  came  a  li-on  and  a  bear,  that  took  a  lamb  out  of  the- 
flock  ;  and  I  went  out  and  I  smote  them.  1  slew  both* 
the  li*on  and  the  bear  :  and  this  man  shall  be  as  one 
of  them. 

Da-vid  al'So  said.  The  Lord  who  sav-ed  me  out  of  the* 
paw  of  the  li-on,  and  out  of  the  paw  of  the  bear,  He 
wiM  save  me  out  of  the  hand  of  this  man.  And  Saul 
said  to  I)a*vid,  Go,  and  the  Lord  be  with  thee. 

Then  Saul  <^l(ith->ed  Da-vid  with  a  coat  of  mail,  and 
put  a  hel-met  of  brass  up-on  his  head.    When  Da-vid 
was  thus  cloth">ed,  and  gird-ed  with  a  sword,  he  tri-ed  if 
be  could  go  thus  arm-ed  ;  but  he  said  to  Saul;  1  can-not 
go  so,  and  he  put  them  off. 

He  then  took  his  staff,  and  he  chose  five  most  bright 
stones  out  of  the  brr<ok,  and  he  cast  them  in-to  his  scrip. 
l*hen  he  took  a  sling  in  his  hand,  and  went  forth  a-gainst 
Go*li-ah. 

When  Go-lj-ah  saw  Da-vid,  he  said  to  him,  Am  I  a  ' 
dog,  that  thou  com-est  to  me  with  a  staff?  Come  to  me, 
and  I  will  give  thy  flesh  to  the  fowls  of  the  air,  and  to^ 
the  beasts  of  the  earth.  "^ 

Then  Da^'vid  said  to  him,  thou  com-est  to  me  with  «^ 
apo^t,  and  a  sword,  and  a  shield  ;  but  I  come  to' thee  in 
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the  name  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts.  The  Lord  of  the  bfendt 
of  Is-ra-el,  whom,  thou  hast  this  day  de-fi-ed,  He^  the 
Lord,  shall  give  thee  in-to  my  hands,  and  1  shall  strike 
thee,  and  take  a-way  thy  head  from  thee. 

And  I  shall  give  the  carcaH-es  of  the  camp  of  the  Phi* 
iis-tines  to  the  fowls  of  the  air,  and  to  the  beasts  of  the 
earth,  that  nil  the  earth  may  know  there  is  a  God  in  Is* 
ra-el.  And  all  here  shall  know  that  notjn  the  sword, 
nor  in  the  spear,  doth  the  Lord  save,  for  it  is  His  bat-tie^ 
and  fie  will  §ive  thee  in-to  our  hands. 

Then  Go-li-ah  rose  up,  and  came  a-gainst  Da-rid.'-^ 
Da-vid  then  put  his  hand  in-to  hia  scrip,  and  took  one 
stone,  and  cast  it  with  a  sling,  and  struck  Go-li-ah  on  the 
fore-head,  who  fell  on  his  face  up-on  the  ground.  And 
where^as  Da-vid  had  no  sword,  he  ran  and  stood  up-on 
Go-li-ah,  and  he  took  his  sword,  and  virith  it  he  slew  him 
and  cut  off  his  head. 

Da-vid  then  took  Go-Ii-ah's  head,  and  he  brought  it 
in-to  Je-ru-sa-lem.  Then  Ab-ner,  the  prince  of  the  ar-> 
my,  took  Da-vid  and  he  breught  him  to  Saul,  hav-ing  in 
his  hand  the  hcud  of  Go-li-ah.  Saul  took  Da-vid  that 
day,  and  would  let  him  go  no  more  home  to  his  fa-ther's 
house.  AndiDa*vid  went  out  whi-ther-so-e-ver  Saul  sent 
him  :  and  he  be-hav-cd  wise-Iy  ;  and  Saul  pla-ced  him 
o-ver  the  men  of  wfir,  and  he  was  ac-cept-ed  in  the  cy^ 
of  the  peo-ple. 

Moral. 

Thus  a-gain  you  see,  my  child,  that  God  doth  what 
he  pleas-eth.  The  weak  he  makes  strong,  and  the 
fitron,  he  ren-ders  weak.  Da-vid  fights,  and  acts  in  the 
name,  and  by  the  strength  of  God,  and  not  in  his  own. 

If  we  trust  in  God,  and  not  in  our  own  strength,  he 
will  be  for  us,  and  help  us  ;  and  if  he  be  for  us,  and  with 
us,  who  or  what,  can  hurt  us  ?  What  have  we  to  fear  1 

fiut^  as  with-otit  him  we  are  no-thing,  so  with-out  him 
we  can  do  no-thing.    He  hites  the  proud  end  ar-ro-giuit, 
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hn%  hm  looks  down  on  the  hom-ble,  tnd  to  them  he  |iTft 
iMt'gnce,  by  which  they  might  do  great  thingi.

God  made  kiipiii  fo  him,  that  He  who  was  to  pave  t;he 
world  ahould  b#lRrim  of  his  race,  and  that  he  ahouid  be 
a  king,  and  fi1|ti  ifOt  on-ly  o*ver  the  hovk.e  of  1s-ra-el> 
huit  e^ver  i#  tt*  Wi4bni  of  the  Earth  :  and  that  of  his 
Km§4tm  tkrir%  alligifatd  be  no  end ;  that  He  (the  8a* 
vi«eiir  of  litt  WMI)  ihonld  be  the  Son  of  God,  and  God 
Inm-eeiC    AR  Hll»  WM  re-veal-ed  by  God  to  Da-vid. 

Tlie  I»ri^ei#ii  «im-ed  the  HeKleem-er  whom  they 
ei*feet««d,  «a  the  lew»do  to  this  day,  the  Meu-si-ah,  er 
the  Christ.

T6u  have  read,  thy  chjld,  that  out  first  pa-rents,  A«dam 
and  Eve,  lust  by  their  sin,  the  grace  and  fa-vour  of  ^o(!^ 
and  were  dri-ven  out  of  Pa-ra«4iise.  They  morc-o-vcr  " 
were  not  af-ter  this  life  to  have  bef^n  haprpy.  vftith  Qod  in 
hea-ven ;  and,  as  we  all  sin-ned  in^lbem^.wo  werd  to  have 
been  in  the  like  sad  state,  h«4'4iot  Gad«httw-ed  mer-cy 
to  them  and  to,us^ 

He  there-fore  took  pi^ty  on  man-kind,  and  sent  ItisSon

^  T^ey  were  L^iid-ecl  on  their  way  by  a  bright  star,  un- 
til it  came  ancT  stood  o-ver  where  the  child  Je^-sus  wa^^^ 
And  en-ter-iiig  in-i<3  the  house,  they  fdund  the  child 
with  Mfltriy  his  mo  ^r  ;  and  falling  down  they  adored 
liini ;  and  o-pen*iRg  their  trea*9ures,  they  oNer*ed  Him 
gifta-^oid,  fi^ank-in-ceose,  and  myrrh* 
,  Up«on  thisj  King  He-rod,  through  jea«lou-sy,  would 
baye  put  him  to  death  ;  and  to  that  end  he  gave  order* 
that  all  the  male  chil-dren,  in  and  a-bout  Beth-ie-h^m,, 
i>f  the  age  of  two  years,  should  foe  ^lain  ;  and  they  were' 
kill*ed.     These  are  eall-ed  the  Ho-)y  In-iro-cents. , 

But  Christ  waasav*ed  ;  ^r  an  an-^el  of  the  Lord  ap« 
pear«ed  to  Jo^seph,  while  a-sleep,  and  said,  A-rise,  and' 
take  the  child  and  his  mo-thcr,'  and  flee  into  ^-<^ypty 
land  there  be  Un*til  I  shall  tell  thee ;  for  it  >  will  come  to 
pass  that  He-rod  will  setk  the  child  to  de-9(roy  him.--^ 
And  they  did  not,  re-turn  to  the  land  of  Is-ra-el  till  nf-ter 
[the  death  of  He-rod.  .' 

At  the  age  of  twelve  years,  Je-sus  went  with  his  pa-* 

[rents  to  Je*ru«sa4em,   for  the  feast  of  the  Pass*o*ver  : 

there  they  lost  him  ;  and  oti  the  third  day  they  found 

[him  in  the  Tein-ple,  seat  ed  ai-midst  the  doc-tors,  hear* 

them»  and  asic-ing  thom  qoea^tions.    He  tlveiife- 
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f«hrn«.ecl  wiikthem  to  Nd-za^reth,  anci  lir-ed  sub-ject  tey 
them  i  kti^  he  afi-van-eed  in  wisr-dotn,  and  id  age,  ahd 
Ih  gracef^  i>ci^Tw  Odd  and  ipan. 

,  Moral.  ; '  ^ 

Af*ter  the  ex-am-ple  of  Je-sus,  yotr  most  en-dea-Tour, 
as  you  ad-vahce  in  age»  also  to  ad-va|ice  in  vir-tue  and 
pi*e>ty.  To  that  end,  be  di-h-gent  at  school;  there 
hear  your,  teach-ers,  be  eub-ject  to  them,  and  t|0  your 
pa*r^nts  ;  and  Jet  no  day  pass  with-out  pray -ing  to.  God ; 
peg  ofHim  to  give  you  His  grace  to  know  Him  more 
and  more  ;  to  love  Him  more  and  more^  and  to  ierva 
Him  more  and  more  faith-ful-ly.  \

The  Mt^ra^cle^  f^  Jc-^us  Christ,      "-^g^ 

Ar-Tf.R  Je-sus4  rie-lurnred  to  Na-2a*reth  w.tn  liis  pa-^ 
rents,  we  read  lit-tie  more  oi  him  ;:  hot  he  liv#dun> 
known  to  the  age  of  thir-ty  3:ears».  Atthat  age  he  was- 
bap-tiz-ed  by  Saint  John,  who  is  ther-e-fore  cail-«d  the-. 
Bap-tisti  lie  then  went  iitto-ade-«ert,  and- there  be 
fasl-ed  for-ty  days. 

'  Af-ter  that,  he  came  forth,  and  he  chose  twelve. poor 
men  ;  these  are  call-ed  the  A-pos-tles ;  that  is  to  say, 
en-voys,  or  per-aons  sent,  be-cause  he  sent  them  to 
preach  and  teach  the  Gos-pel.  Je>8us,  in  t))e  course  of 
three  years,  wrought  a  great-  ma-ny  minFa-cles  :  that  is, 
he  did  those  things  which  no  man  can  do. 
,  But  as  he  was  God  as  weH  as  man,  he  could  do  all, 
what-e-ver  he  pleas-ed  ;  he  cur-ed  all  sorts  of  dis^-eas-es; 
tkfi  fe-ver,  the  flux  of'  blood,»the  drop-sy,  the  pal-«y,  the 
le-pfo-sy,  of-ten  by  a  word,  and  when  he  was  not  neafj 
the  sick  per'^on.  I 

He  gave  sight  to«the  bKind ;  he  made  the  dumb  speak,  I 
the  deaf  hear»  the  lame  walk  ;  he  brought  to' life  those  i 
wlio  were  dead  ;a*mong  these  we  read  in  par»ti*cu-lar 
of  a  young  girl  who  was  juSt  dead ;  a  young  rhan  wbotf 
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his  mo-ther  was  con-vey-ing  to  the  \giave ;  and  La<^t* 
rus,  who  had  been  hu-ri-ed  four  days.  -'■ 

He  was  seen  to  wal4c  on  the  s^a ;  and  he  made  Ssiint 
Pe4er  do  the  like.  One  day  he  fed  ftve ''thou-sand  per- 
sons with  five  loaves  of  bread  and  two  fi^-es  ^  an^Kher 
time  he  fed  four  thou-sand  with  se-ven  loaves:  he  knew 
the  thoughts  of  raeni  ' 

All  these  won  ders  prov-^d  that  he  was,  as  he  said  of 
himself,  the  Christ,  and  the  Son  of  Qod.  And^  three  of 
his  die^-ci-ples  heard  a  voice  from  hea-ven  that  said  of 
him,  This,  is  my  be-lov-ed  Son,  of  whom  I  am  well 
pleas-ed,  hear  ye  him. 

-  "   Moral. 

You  must,  my 'child,  hear  him  when  he  speaks  to  yon, 
and  makes  his  will  known  to  you  by  the  voice  of  your 
pa-rents  andteach-ers  ,  for  if  yoti  he^ar  and  o-bey  themy

The  Vir-tms  of  Jesus  Ckris't, 

At  the  same  time  that  Je-sus  did  all  these^  mi-ra*' 
cles,  He  gave  an  ex-am-ple  of  all  sorts  of  vir-tues.  He 
was  hum-bie,  meek^  kind  and  good  to  alt.  He  went 
a-bout  do  ing  good  to  all.  He  vvas  not  vain  nor  proud. 
He  said,  I  seek  not  nrv^  own  glo-ry.  I  do  the  things  that 
are  pleas-ing  to  my  Fa-lhcr.  I  do  the  will  of  Him  that 
sent  me.  < 

Though  he  was  the  Son  of  God,  yet  He  call-ed  him- 
self the  Son  of  Man.  Hq  de-parted  from  those  who 
would  fain  have  made  him  their  King.  One  day  some 
chil*dien  were  pre-sient-ed  to  him:  he  eni-brac-ed  them, 
|nd  bleea-ed  them.    He  past*ed  his  life  in  po«verty  aii^ 
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wtlity  not  b«v-iiig  lind  nor  bouse^  nor  bo  much  at  a  pltc# 
wliere  to  rest  his  head* 

He  suP-'rer-ed  heat,  coM,  hun-g er,  thirst,  and  fa-- 
tigile.  He  of-ten  pass-^d  the  whole  iiighi  in  pray-er. 
Mjr  meat,  he  said,  is  to  do  the  will  of  Him  who  seitt  mi. 
Whe»re-vil-ed,  eall-ed  an  im-po8-ter,8e-du--cer,  glut- 
ton, he  did  not  re-vile  a-gain,  but  bore  all  in  si-lence. 

Moral. 

En-dea-vour,  my  ehild,  lo  co-py  in  you  the  life  anit 
▼ir-toes  of  Je-sus  ;  shun  pride  and  vain  glo~ry.  In  all 
your  thoughts*  words,  and  ac-tions,  seek  on-ly  the  glo- 
ry of  God,  not  the  es-teen>  of  men. 

Be  meek,  and  rea-dy  to  serve  and  do  good  to  e-ve-ry 
one,  e*ven  to  the  poor-estVretch  on  earth.    Lovo  Goq^ 
and  serve  God,  be-rcause  such  is  the  li^ill  of  Gpi(»  and  h«^ 
hath  made  yoii.  for  thctt  end.  ?^  * 

Lesson  XX 

The  Doc-trine  of  Jt-sus  Christ.  ^ 

Learn  now,  my  child,  the  truths  which  Je-sus  ti^ught^ 
and  which  you  must  bc~|i?ve,  if  you  would  ^please  God^ 
and  save  your  soul.  God  has  made  you,  and  plaoed  you 
in  this  world,  to  know,  love,  and  serve  Him.  It  is  then 
by  faith  you  must  know  him,  and  be-Ueve  all  that  he 
teach-es.  By  hope  you  must^  re-ly  on  him,  for  his 
grace  and  help,  to  live 'well,  and  by  cha-ri-ty,  you  are 
to  love  him  a^^bove  all  things.

tells  his  A-pos-tles  that  He  will  send  them  the  Spi^rit^ 
who  pro-eeeds  ftom  the  Fa-ther  ;  and  he  add^,  ho  shall 
re-ceive  of  miine,  to  toech  it  you  ;  be-cause  all  that  is 
the  Fa-ther's  is  mine :  this  yhewsi  that  the  Holf  Ghotti

aM  jret  tlmt  «ll  thveo^  (t^e  I^A^the^^Uie  Son,  and  tbo  Ud$

.  And,  as  Joi^as  is  .God,  it  |blrlows  tb^ftt  He  it  Jbbth  God

The  JHfascrin^  of  Je^-sus  Christ, 

Je-sus  Christ  teach^^eth^s,  that  of  ourrsdves,  and 
wlth-out  him,  we  can  do  no-tbing.  As  it  is  inGod^  and 
by  God,  that  we  Jive,  move,  an(i  are,  so  it  is  only  by  bis 
grace  and  help  that  vm  can  do  good  un-to  oiir  e-tetrnal 
Wi*va*tion.    As  the  branch  can«>not  bei^r  bruit  if  it  ^g 
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poth'hid'^btk  th^  tree,  io  nei-tb^r  can  we  bvin|  Ibrtli  t^e 
<hiit  of  go^d  vrorfcn,  if  We  do  not  a-bide  in  Qod  by  faitb, 
hope,  aad  love,  and  bS  gi? e  us  hot  his  grace^ 

Christ  faith,  speak^ing  of  him^self,  I  am  the  way,  the 
truth,  and  the  life.  Re  is  the  way,  in  what  he  teaches 
by  his  woird  and  by  his  life,  which  we  must  copy.  He 
is  the  troth,  by  what  he  pro-mis-es;  and  he  is  the  life, 
by  the  girace  which  V^e  re-ceive  through  hifti,  and  we 
"we  need  of  this  grace  ;  for  he  saitb,  No  man  can 
Cidme  to  kne^  un-less  the  Fa-ther,  who  hath  sent  me, 
dras^  him. 

This  grace  is  his  free  gift :  hence  We  most  beg  it  of 
God.  Ask,  saith  he,  and  it  shall  be  given  to  you  -,  seek, 
and  yea  shall  find.  And  it  is  He  who  must  teach  iii 
how  to  pray,  arid  what  to 'a^;  Thus  He  teach-eth  us. 
Wh0h7ou  ptty^  say,  Our  Fa-ther  who  art  in  Hea-ven, 
&cV    Thin  prayer  is  called  the  lord's  prayer.     '  ^  ^  -  -^ 

He  more-o-ver  tieach-es  os  not  to  cOn-fine  our  hope  to 
the  earth,  and  to  this  life :  for  we  are  here  but  for  a  short 
time  j  for  a  few  years,  or  day^,  as  it  may  please  Qod, 
wlib  is  the  Lord  of  the  fife  bf  man.  We  are  not  then  to 
hieap  up  riches  here;  but  to  lay  op  a  trea*«ure  in  hea*vea, 
by  a  life  of  good  works. 

He  tells  us,  there  are  two  ways,  and  two  gates  ;  but 
that  we  must  st|rive  to  en-ter  at  the  nar^row  gate»  and  walk 
in  the  straight  way ;  for  this  leads  to  Kfe,  but  is  found  by 
few  ;  he-cause  there  are  few  that  choose  it  ?  the  greater 
part  of  men  pre-fer  the  broad  way  that  leads  to  deatit 
and  ru-in. 

To  fol-low  Je-sus  in  the  straight  and  nar-roW  way  to 
hea-ven,  we  must,  my  child,  re-nounce  the  de-vil,  and  his 
works  of  sin ;  the  world  and  its  pomps ;  the  flesh  and 
its  baits.  We  mustcar-ry  the  cross  by  the  prac-tice  of{ 
vir-tue,  We  must  love  Ood,  and  keep  his  com-mand- 
meuts.  If  we  do  this,  we  shall  af-ter  our  death  en-ter 
in*to^  life  e-ver-Iast-ing,  and  be  hap-py  for  e-ver  with] 
God, 
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For,  n^  Ql^il^,  ther^  will  come  t  day  iui4  an  liowr  wIiqii> 
you  mustididf  and,  leayethia  worfd,  aid  |||  tlia!t Jtip  i^; 
for  since  A-idim  sin-oed  we  are  alld6bm<^d  to  cie ;  and 
W;h9n.Mf^  ar^  dead,  ou|  bo-dies  will  be  l^id  un-dei-  grouocl, 
and  they  wjU  mpul-d^r  ipto  dirt  and  dupi.

If  then  Jd-sua  waa  so  ill-treat-ed,  learn 
frtjittk  Him  to  bear  pa'tient-ly  what  ilMreat-ment  may

At  length  the  Jews  were  re-solv"ed  totake  awiay  his 
Vii^:  It  was  at  the  time  of  the  Pass-o-yer,  a  great  fibast 
ob-sert-ed  by  them,  tbey  co^n-triv-ed  to  do  it.  But  be-r 
fore  they  did  it,  Je-sus,  whe^  he  was  at  his  last  sup^per 
with  lua  dis-ci-ptes,  the  night  bOrfore  he  di-ed,  gave  theifi

Af-tet  he  had  done  thiSx  he  weht  forth  iin-to  a  gar-den, 
an^i  thi^re'he  ^ray-ed  to  hi^  l^a-ther.  FanheH.  if  it  be 
poi^n-ble,  let  pass  from  me  this  cha-Uce  (b^,  which  he 
meant  his  pas-sibnand  d^ath),  yet,  not  as  I  #111^  but  as 
Thoti  wilt ;  Thy  will  be  done.      ; ; 

Whilst  he  waa  thus  pray^iiig,  Ju«das  one  of  his  dis-oi^ 
pfe^,  brbught  With  him  arm-ed  men  to  seize  Je-sus.^^ 
They  se)z-ed  him,  and  thus  led  him  to  €ai-phas,  tbcr 
High  Priest.  From  C«ii-pha»  they  led  him  to  Pi-Jate  ; 
from  Pi  lale  to  He^rod  ;  anda-gain  to  Pi-late.  ^ 

They;  blind-^fpld-ed  him,  seof-^fed  at  him,  spit  in  his 
face,  8trip«ped  off  his  clothes,  and  ti-ed  him  to\a  pil-lar ; 
there  thtfy  icourg-ed  him ;  they  then  doath-^d  him  with 
•a  eld  por^e  gar-ibent,  {Mt  a  reed  in4o  his  hand,  and  a 
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€towtf  of  thome  on  his  head ;  set  hun  on  a  stooI»  and  then 
a-dor-ed  him  as  a  nio^k  king :  af4er  all  this  cm-eF' treat' 
mentj  they  naiM  hihi  by  his  hands  and  hii  Ibei  to  • 
erpM.    This  wns  done  at  noon  day. 

He  hung  on  the  erdss  in  great  pain  and  a<|^ny  nn-til 
three  o'clock  in  the  af^ir^nlodn;  w^en  he  ex-pir-ed.  'Thn* 
di<«d  JcHBUs  to  stfTe  the  ^ world.  At  his  death  the  ran 
was  dar-'ken-edy  rocks  were  splits  and  the  dead  rose  from 
their  graves.

the  Lord  oM-ed  dai-ty  to  them  such  as  should  be  sav-ed. 
Acts  iL  And  then  was  fuI-M-ed  what  Je^us  had  said, 
that  they  who  be-liev-ed  in  Him  should  do  still  great^er 
works  than  He  him-self  had  done. 

With  this  his  Church  he  pro-mis-ed  the  ftame  I>i<-Yine 
Spi-rit  should  al-ways  a-bide ;  and  t^ach  and  giiide  her 
(the  Church)  in  i^Jl  truth  unto  the  end  of  the  world  :  in 
such  sort  that  the  gates  of  Hell,  or  Sa-tan,  should  ne-ver 
pre-vail  a»gainst  lier,  and  iU-duce  her  to  be-lieve,  or  to 
leach  the  least  er-ror. 

The  truth  and  fact  of  thil  were  de-mon-strat-ed  be- 
yond all  doubt,  by  the  ma-ny  mi*ra-cles,  and  signs  and 
won-ders,  which  the  foMow-ers  of  Je-sus  did  e»Ye-ry 
where  through  his  pow-er,  and  in  his  name ;  be-cause 
to  him  #was  giv-eu  all  pow-er  in  hea-ven  and  oh  earth, 
un-to  the  e-ter-nal  sal-va-tion  of  all  them  that  should  be- 
lieve in  Him,  and  be-lieve  iu  the  Ho-ly  Ca-tho-lic 
Church,  which  He  bad  es-tab-lish-ed. 

In  thig  man-ner,  and  by  the  tes-ti-mo-ny  which  the 
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A-p(Mhtl«i  and  Dit-ei-plM  of  J«-Mif  CbriK,  tnd  th«  k- 
aunmeM^ble  Mar-tyrp,  gave  of  the  truths  of  the  Qoe>pel 
and  of  .the  Cfaucfih  of  Je-etia  Christ,  by  the  blood  i^hich 
Ihev  shed,  and  by  their  livies  which  they  vo-lun-ta-n-ly 
Jaid  down  un*der  the  most  cru-el  tOr-menfs,  Ood  set,  a^, 
it  were,  bis  seal  to  the  tes-ti-mo-oy,  that  all  which  Je-sus 
bad  taught  was  true  and  di-vine. 

And  wis  held»  aod  still  holds,  and  will  bold  un-to  the 
«nd  of  the*  world,  the  fol-low-ers  of  Je-sus  Christ,  Chris* 
Jtians  and  Ca-tho-iics,  the  mem-bers  of  bis  Church,  firm 
and  steardy  in  the  faith  and  com-mu-nion  of  One,  Ho4y, 
Ca-tbO'-lic,  and  A-pos-to-lie  Church  ;  in  which  Church 
alone  are  to  be  ob-tain-ed  ibr-ghre-neas  ol  sins  here,  and 
here-after  aglo-ri-ous  re-sur-rec-tion,  and  life  e-ver-list* 
ing,  by  means  pf  the  Ho-ly  Sa-cri-fice,  Sa>cra-med^, 
j&c.  £c.  in«ati-tttUed  and  or-dain'«d  by  Christ  bimijelf.
